In 1934 there were about five 
students living at Lake Margrethe 
and attending schoo] in Grayling. 
Their parents brought them to and 
from school. By 1937 there were 
enough to justify a 36 -passenger 
bus. The bus was not full at first 
but by 1947, when it was replaced 
by a 54 passenger bus ,it was over 
crowded. In 1937 and for several 
years afterward the Grayling 
Schools did not qualify for State 
Treespor tion Aid and the cost 

of purchasing and operating the 
‘first bus was borne entirely by the 
local district. 

Today the Grayling Public 
Schools own and operate four 
busses. There are two . sixty 
passenger busses on _ regular 
routes, one fifty-four -passenger 
bus used as a standby bus and one 
nine passenger carryall. In addi- 
tion a driver training car, loaned 
to the High School by a local 
dealer, is operated for instruc- 
tional purposes. 

Besides the above busses three 
busses from other districts bring 
pupils to Grayling. .Some of the- 
pupils are tuition students from. 
other districts and some are resi-. 
dents 6f the Grayling—-No. +} dis--
